And ſhall be cenſurable as diſturbers of the peace of rhe Kingdom, And 
ded againſt as the Parliament, or their Committee ſhall think fir, And it is hereby ſpecially provided and declared that nothing 
contained ſhall be prejudiciall ro, or derogate from any pioceſſe intended or to be intended againſt any of the forgſaids perſons 
y former contravention preceding the date hereof, And the ſaids Eſtates of Parliament Ordains Sheriffes of Shires, Stewards, Bai- 
agiſtrates of Burghs, Committees of Warre, and Commanders of Troops or Companies, to put the ſame Act ro execution, 
priſon the perſons of the contraveeners hereof where ever they be found, And thaz none pretend ignorance, Ordains the ſaid 
be printed and to be openly p.oclaimed at the Market Crofle of Edinburgh, Which is declared als ſufficient as if it were pro- 
d at the Merket Croſles of the head Burghs of this Kiugdom.
